LESS NOISE IN DUBLIN 


STREETS. 


Stone setts are disappearing from the 
streets of Dublin, and, with their going, 
Dublin is becoming a city of smoother-run- 
ning and less noisy traffic. 

Until a few years ago stone setts formed 
the paving of all of Dublin s tramway system. 
They were replaced then in O'Connell street 
by a composition paving material, and within 
the last few weeks the experiment has been 
followed by a similar development in West- 
moreland street, Harcourt street and Abbey 


Stone setts were laid along the tramway 
tracks for considerations of durability, but 
they suffered from the drawback of lack of 
resilience. and consequently noistness, at the 
points. The concrete composition which is 
now used combines resilience with strength. 

In abandoning the use of-setts, Dublin is 
falling into line with other cities, which have 
decided that a form of paving which pos- 
sessed important advantages in the days when 
horse-drawn transport was general, is now ob- 
solete, except for wharves and quays. Dhis- 
posal of stocks of setts, however, puts many 
municipalities and other bodies concerned into 
a quandary an account of the almost ever- 
lasting wearing qualities of the stone; and 
Belfast was reluctantly compelled some years 
ago to continne the use of setts for paving 
until its supplies on hand were exhausted,

w fruit and vegetables are absolutely 
essential for the maintenance of a high level 
of health, and they should occupy in our diet 
the place now given to meat, eggs, bread and 
made up dishes. 


Dressing Suggestions, 


Here are some delicious dressings that 
allow you to get full value from salads :— 

(1) Whipped cream, to which a few drops 

of raw fruit juice may be added, 

(2) Olive oil and unsweetened lemon juice. 

(3) Olive oil, lemon juice and honey, 

(4) Grape fruit juice and honey. 

(5) Unsweetened orange juice, 

A generous allowance of green vegetables 
should be the basis of every salad, and there 
are enough vegetables: to allow plenty of 


variety. You can make the foundation of 
lettuce, water cress, mustard and cress, 
endive, young dandelion leaves (I wonder 


why no enterprising shops stock these’), or 
raw shredded cabbage. 

Cabbage is not appreciated at. its real value 
yet: it has always seemed to me, cooked, the 
most insipid of vegetables. But the white 
heart of a cabbage in its natural state is per- 
fectly delicious. 


Avoid Monotony. 

Other vegetables arranged on. such a 
foundation should be placed with an eye to 
design and avoidance of monotony, Serve 
tomatoes in slices. in quarters, or whole; cut 
cucumber and beetroot in slices, cubes, strips, 
semi-circles; make “ flowers’”’ of radishes by 
slicing them half-way down and separating 
the petals; add sometimes carrots—raw, otf 
course—in transparent waters, or grated over 
the whole salad, 

Serve the salad with a centre or edging of 
dates, or soaked prunes stuffed if you hke, 
with nuts, cream, cheese, or seedless raisins 
or sultanas. 


Dates and Raisins. 


Chopped dates, raisins and sultahas may 


also be sprinkled over the whole, but remem- | 


ber that dried fruits or cooked left-over 
vegetables have not the same value as raw 
fruit and vegetables, and so should always 
be an after-thought to a salad, never a main 
ingredient, 

Variety can be obtained, too, by serving 
with the green foundation individual jellies 
made of plain gelatine to which chopped 
vegetables or fruit have Leen added; also by 
serving whole fruits stuffed with vegetables, 
cheese, or chopped nuts. 


Unusual Salads.

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Should a woman of 25 marry a man twice 
her age! 

When this question was debated at the 
well-known Club de Faubourg; in Pans, all 
the men speakers answered ‘* Yes '—-and al] 
the women speakers said '' No.” 

Were are the reasons they gave :— 

The Women-—Such disparity of age intro 
duces the relation of father and daughter in- 
stead of an equal partnership. A girl of 25 
is not yet a woman. She has not sufliciert 
experience for the task of holding the love of 
a man twice her age. Only after 30 úoes a 
woman begin to understand the full possi- 
hilities of love. 

A marriage is complete when passion and 
intellectual companionship are present in 
equal degrees. Marriage between a woman 
of 25 and a man of 50 must ‘be lacking in 
passion—hence unsatisfactory to both. Com- 
munity of tastes and desires cannot exist for 
long between such partners. 

Several women favoured marriages ín which 
the man is younger than the woman—because 
‘all ages of women love a young man.”’ 


Two Kinds of Women. 


he Men said—There are two kinds of 
women—those in whom passion predominates 
and those in whom intellect predominates. 
The former must marry men of their own 
age; the latter must marry men Many years 
older. . 

Marriage between a woman of 25 and a 
man of 50 is a good bargain for the young 
wife. She has youth and vigour on her 
side, while her elderly husband must display 
extra patience, kindness and understanding if 
he is to keep her affections.

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HOW CAR COLOUR 
SCHEMES VARY. 
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AN EFFECT OF WOMENS 
INTEREST 3 


Since woman's interest in motoring de- 
veloped the colóur oí the car has become oí 
as great concern as the mechanical features. 
Demands for cars oí certain colours have 
followed, to some extent, fashions in colours 
of clothes, 

What is the most popular colour for a car 
to-day? One year the demand is for bright 
shades and combinations; the next, fancy 
swings round and gives its vote to the sombre 
hues. 

An analysis of the past six years by one 
of the big motor firms shows that in 1929— 
before depression reared its head—blue was 
by far the most favoured, being chosen for 
33 per cent. of its cars sold. Beige came 
second with 21 per cent., lake third with 18 
per cent. and black fourth with 16 per cent. 

For the next two years blue continued in 
the supremacy, with lake a poor second. 
Black dwindled to a mere 6 per cent., and 
beige almost disappeared. A combination of 
black and cream had a good run for a while, 
but by 1952 this also had received its 
congé In that year there was a marked 
revival in plain black, this leading the sales 
with 45 per ceht., as against blue’s 31 and 
lake’s 24. 

Now, there came a new contestant to the 
claims of this triumphant trio—the hitherto 
neglected green. Jn 1934, from nothingness 
in the previous four years green sprang into 
third place, ousting lake in the process. And 
i was a good third place, too, for while 
black still led with 38 per cent.,. blue was 
second with 25 and green third with 24. 

This season, so far as it has gone, though 
black again leads, its percentage is reduced 
to 33, while green —with its suggestion of 
returnifig prosperity—is second with 29 per 
cent., lake being third and the once all- 
conquering blue, fourth.

‘Ghe Old Four Courts. 


While passing the Four Courts, with 
their attractive green court-yards, the 
other day, I was reminded of the account 
given by an eighteenth century traveller, 
who had some legal. business to transact 
at the old Four Courts, or “King's 
Courts,” as they were called, which were 
sithated west of Christ Church Cathedral, 
After proceeding up Cork Hill and wend- 
ing his way through an immense crowd of 
cars, Garriages, noddies and Sedan chairs, 
he reached the passage officially styled 
Christchurch Yard, but more popularly 
known as ‘‘ Hell.’’ A hideous black figure, 
carved in oak, which seemed to him to be 
the very image of the devil, hung over the 
arched. entrance, but the ‘‘imfernal 
region ” itself rather belied its name. It 
was full of small shops, taverns and 
snuggeries, where the legal Juminaries 
were wont to foregather over bottles of 
claret; for wine was largely drunk in 
Dublin in those days. ‘‘ Hell’’ and its 
occupants soon disappeared after the 
removal of the Courts to the new buildings 
on Inns quay, and the figure of his satanic 
majesty is said to have been fashioned 
into snuff boxes. Another resort, which 
existed at a much earlier date within the 
crypt of the cathédral, was known as 
“Paradise,” but seems to have had a 
worse reputation than its opposite, since 
it was closed by an Order in Council on 
account of brawling in its taverns,

opportunity which has been so long desired 
of ladies and men competing with the mili- 
tary in one great jumping contest at Dublin 
Horse Show, over a special course of various 
types of jumps, the like of which has never 
previously been provided at Ballsbridge. 


SOCIETY’S THANKS, 


The Horse Show Committee are determined 
to introduce a programme on the Saturday 
(which will be the popular day both from the 
standpoint of admission and the good fare 
srovidied) that will draw to Ballsbridge an 
assembly truly representative of every phase 
of Irish life.

OFFICERS’ PAY AND 
PROMOTION, 


FORTY VOLUMES ON 
DUTIES. 


FURTHER sitting of the Civil Service 
A Commission was held yesterday at the 
Boardroom of the Department of Agri- 
culture, Dublin. Mr. J. Brennan, the Chair- 
man, presided, and evidence was submitted 
on behalf of the Customs and Excise Associa- 
tion by Messrs. H. J. Kerins, A. M. O’Con- 
nell, P. Trimble and J. ©, Batt. 

In a statement submitted by them they 
stated that the Association represented 470 
officers of Customs and Excise. Without 
consultation or explanation, the officer grade 
(on whom the burden of sork bears) had 
under the Saorstat régime been degraded in 
status and salary to the junior executive 
class, although an impartial Commission had 
adjudged it superior to the combined execu- 
tive class, having regard to the higher age 
at entry and to the nature of its duties, No 
arbitrary cut of £100 in the salary of the 
most important body of Revenue officials 
could be justified. An effect of the 1921 re- 
organisation agreement was that certain 
routine work had been transferred from the 
officer grade to the departmental class. It 
was on record that the British Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, who had introduced the 
original Old Age Pension Act, stated that 
the duties of a pension officer were equiva- 
lent to those ef a County Court judge. In 
the country and small towns the Excise officer 
had to investigate old age pension claims in 
conjunction with his Revenue work. 


INCREASED DUTIES. 


Since 1922 the volume, responsibility and 
complexity of the officer’s duties had in- 
creased owing to the new field of ad vaiorem 
protective duties, the betting duty, and the 
recent old age pensions legislation. Expe- 
rienced officers in the service were treated as 
of no more account than the youngest officer, 
since in theory any officer might be em- 
El upon any of the duties of the grade. 
t might, ng that the most senior and 
most junior officer might be found doing the 
same class of work, or the most junior 
employed on more important work than a 
senior officer on his maximum. 

Under the present cumbrous organisation 
of the head office full use was not made of 
the officers’ qualifications, and congestion of 
work had frequently taken place to the in- 
convenience of the public and to the detri- 
ment of the Department. 

They suggested the adoption of a scheme 
sis Á the service could be reorganised. 
They suggested that the officer grade should 
be organised in two sections, namely, officers 
and senior officers. Promotion from officers 
to senior officers should be by seniority and 
approved service. ‘The maximum salary of 
an officer was £350, and they suggested the 
following new scale of schemes:—Pro- 
bationer, £120 to £190; officer, £185 to £450, 
and senior officer, £470 to £550. 


PROMOTION, 


Promoticn from the officer grade should 
also be by departmental examination from 
officers of over fifteen years’ service. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Kerins said that 
ten years ago he could give the tariffs and the 
rates on goods, but no man living could do it 
now. Officers now required to study their 
work morning, noon and night. In the old 
days it was simple and straightforward, but 
now it was intensely difficult and complicate. 
There were forty volumes dealing wth 
Customs and Excise alone, besides hundreds 
of Acts of Parliament. 

Mr. Batt said that he could mention a 
specific medical preparation on which there 
were seven different rates of duty. 

The Commission adjourned until 10.45 
o'clock this morning.

A Little War. 

While Europe is arguing over disarma- 
ment, and the situation in the Far East is 
causing grave anxiety among the Powers, 
a little war, which is likely to have far- 
reaching results, has been in progress in 
the Middle East. The protagonists are 
Ibn Saud, King of Saudi-Arabia, and the 
Imam Ychia, ruling Emir of the Yemen, 
which is a district of South-Western 
Arabia, skirting the Red Sea. Ibn Saud 
is well-known for his warlike tendencies. 
When he was little more than a boy some 
thirty years ago, he made himself Sultan 
of Nejd, and during the Great War gave 
the British authorities a great deal of 
trouble. He was a keen rival of King 
Hussein of the Hedjaz, and when the 
latter’s sons became Kings of Iraq and 
Transjordania respectively, he launched a 


fierce attack on the old King’s territories. 


Í About nine years ago he defeated the 


Husseinite forces, making himself master 
of the Hedjaz, including the Holy City 
of Mecca, of which Hussein had been 
Sheriff, and in the following year he seized 
the territory of Asir, between the Hedjaz 
and the Yemen. These victories increased 
Ibn Saud’s prestige enormously through- 
out the Middle Fast. They made him 
virtually the unchallenged ruler of 
Central Arabia; for they gave him con- 
trol of all the principal pilgrim routes to 
Mecca and Medina, as well as an outlet 
Since that time Ibn

on the Persian Gulf. 
Saud has been “ looking for trouble. 
His easy successes in the Hedjaz spurred 
him on to further adventures, and a few 
months ago he picked a quarrel with the 
Imam Yehia, ruler of the Yemen. 

Since the Hedjaz was conquered the 
Yemen has been the last really inde- 
pendent State in Arabia; and Ibn Saud 
now seems to be determined to add it to 
his already extensive territories. Almost 
at the beginning of the campaign his 
armies captured Hodeida, the Yemen's 
port on the Red Sea, and his son, the 
Emir Feisal—who must not be confused 
with the late King of Iraq—has been gain- 
ing victories over his dis- 
organised opponents. When the fighting 
started many of the surrounding tribes 
were inclined to sympathise with the 
Imam, on the ground that he had been 
attacked by Ibn Saud ; but when the latter 
began to that forces were 
immeasurably superior to those of his 
adversary they quickly changed their tune. 
Several of them now have gone over to 
Ibn Saud and his son, who have crushed 
the hapless Imam. His forces have been 
routed on three fronts. The Saudi Crown 
Prince has made important advances in

The Fascist State. 

The real foundation of: a Fascist 
economic system was laid on Wednesday 
afternoon, when Signor Mussolini an- 
nounced his plans for a Fascist Corpora- 
tive State. Italy has been under Fascist 
government for twelve years, and during 
that time her rulers, secure in the support 
of the people, have been feeling their way 
towards the establishment of Corporations 
which would maintain the 
structure of the country on a higher, more 
stable and less vulnerable basis. It is a 
common delusion that the corporative 
system has been in operation in Italy ever 
since the Fascist régime began. Actually, 
the idea received its first impetus only in 
1927, when the famous Charter of Labour 
made its appearance, and even as yet 
Italy has little more claim to be called a 
corporative State than has any other 
nation. Now that il Duce has announced 
his intention to proceed with the country’s

Mural Inscriptions. 


The practice of defacing public property 
with inscriptions, which has become far 
too common in Ireland, was carried to its 
final degree of absurdity in County Ros- 
common on Wednesday night. There is 
(or, rather, there was) a handball court 
at Knockcroghery, whose smooth surfaces 
did not escape the attention of rival parties 
in the district. Accordingly, its walls 
were soon covered with political slogans in 
whitewash. Both sides made use of the 
handball court to advertise their theories, 
and for some time the competition went 
on between them. All went well until 
one of the parties discovered that black 
paint was quite as legible as whitewash, 
and that it possessed the added merit of 
being much more difficult to erase. The 
other party, indeed, found that the only 
way to erase it was to lay two charges of 
explosive against the wall, and it is doubt- 
ful whether much handball will be played 
at Knockcroghery for some time to come. 
This is an extreme case, no doubt, but the 
state of mind which lies at the back of it 
is not uncommon in the Free ‘State.

WORK DURING THE PAST 
YEAR.

vesterday at the 34th annual meeting 
of the Irish branch of the Soldiers 
and Sailors’ Help Society, which was held 
at 50 Merrion square, Dublin. 
Before the business began the following 
resolution, which was put hy the President, 
was unanimously adopted :— oe: 
“That the Council of the Soldiers and 
Sailors’ Help Society (Irish branch) wish to 
place on record their deep sense of loss in 
the death of Lady Arnott, D.B.E., one of 
the original members of their Council and 
Executive Committee, and tor many years 
Vice-President. During the years she worked 
on behalf of the Society she never spared 
herself, and her memory will always be held 
in grateful remembrance, not only by those 
who worked with her, but also by the ex- 
Service men she benefited by her kindly 
thought and unfailing goodness.’ 


THE REPORT. 

Mrs. J. D. Fetherstonhauzh, hon. general 
secretary, read the report, whicn stated that 
4.137 cases had been dealt with and tehe! 
granted to the amount ot £1 952: 20,400 free 
meal tickets were issu2d to 926 men, and 
employment had been obtained for 5035 men. 
Contributors were thanked for having made 
it possible for the ‘ oldest ex-Service men’s 
charity in Ireland to carry on its work on 
behalf ot the aged soldiers and sailors who 
had served in almost forgotten wars and who 
had spent the best part of their lives in the 
Army.’ £539 hau been lodged to the credit 
of the Society's general fund in 1933, as 
against £510 in 1932 A considerable de- 
crease in the response to the Christmas ap- 
peal was regretted. . | 

One of the main objects cf the Society, 
said the report, was to have a’ '“ Soldier's 
Friend’’ in every town and. parish, and at 
was gratifying to know that the numbers of 
their representatives had not decreased 
throughout the country during the past year. 
Reference was made to many distressing cases 
brought to the Society's notice. Lent ap- 
peared to be one of the main causes of 
anxiety among the poor. Rents in Dublin 
were high, whether for a basement cellar or 
a one-room attic, yet ex-Service men and their 
families dreaded the loss of the only place 
they knew as ' home.” 


ADVICE AND HELP, 


Ts Earl of Meath, Fresident, presided 


The word help in connection with the 
Society did not entirely apply: to financial 
assistance. Their advice and help on various 
matters had been sooght by all ranks of ex- 
Service men, and many letters of thanks had 
been received from those who asked no 
monetary aid. Their administrative expenses 
were practically covered by an annual grant 
from their London headquarters, but as their 
relief expenditure was never less than 1,000 
and often considerably more, they had to 
rely on their own efforts to raise funds. 

Phe report proceeded: ‘‘ The Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Help Society has sustained a very 
great loss in the death of Lady Arnott, D.B.E. 
She was one of the original members of the 
Executive Committee and for many years 
secretarv for Dublin. She always had the 
work of the society at heart, doing all in her 
power to assist the cause of the ex-Service 
men in Ireland. Of late years Lady Arnott had 
filled the post of vice-president, and when 
the Executive Committee ceased meeting in 
Chamber, Dublin Castle, she 
kindly invited them to meet, in her house, She 
was an able and sympathetic chairwoman, 
and her unfailing tact bridged over many a 
dificult situation. All those who worked with 
her found her help and advice could a'ways 
be relied on, and her gracious hospitality will 
be greatly missed,’’ 


PRESIDENT’S STATEMENT. 


Lord Meath said that the report was very 
full and very much on the lines that they 
had had for several years. The number ol 
men they were able to help was decreasing, 
but. at the same time the men were getting 
older and required more help. Their society 
was concerned with men who had ser ed, not 
in the Great War, but in the South African 
War and during the time between it and the 
(Great War. ‘They could not deal with men 
who had been in the Great War. ‘Their 
funds would not allow them, and there were 
other funds connected with the Great War. 
An arrangement had been come to In order 
to avoid overlapping. They were, therelore, 
dealing with soldiers and sailors mainly older 
than the Great War, for whom no one else 
was able to do anything, except the Red 
Cross Society. i

been so dear to all of them, and were meeting 
in the room at the special request of Sir John 
Arnott, who desired that they should again 
meet in the room where they had held their 
meetings during the past few years. e

FORTHCOMING 


Proceeding, Lord Meath said that the 
Christmas Appeal Fund had been coming 
This was a very valuable means of 
providing meals which had been given at 
the rate of a thousand a week while the 
fund lasted. ‘That fund was below what 
it was in the previous year, and he hoped 
that it would have their special attention, 

The Employment Bureau had been doing 
very good work, and work had been found 
for more 2.en than ever before, Colonel 
Bramston Newman had become vice-presidert 
in the room of Lady Arnott. He had been 
for several years on the Executive Com- 
mittee, and nobody knew the Society better 
than he did. ‘They hoped that the members 
would do all that they could to assist their 
chairman, Mrs. Gaisford St. Lawrence, In 
getting up the ball which was to take place 
in Lord Leah house. Upon it they had 
to depend very largely for their funds, and 
he hoped that they would endeavour to bring 
a large number of persons. He desired to 
thank all who gave voluntary service to the 
Society, especially those who spent such a 
lot of time in getting up entertainments 
for the raising of funds.

He was 
appointed Special Commissioner for «is 
armament questions by Herr Hitler e 
April 23rd, and it is known that he is in 
the spedial confidence of the Nazi lead: 
Sir John Simon received him at the Foreiy 
Office to-day. It is understood that th. 
possibility was discussed of an arrany 
ment regarding disarmament, apart trom 
the activities of the League of Nations 
Herr Hitler has frequently declared tha 
Germany desires nothing but peace, and s 
it may be possible that he is about to mak 
an effort to secure it. In any case if is 
thought that the visit of Herr von 
Ribbentrop must have a bearing on th. 
forthcoming disarmament discussions at 
Geneva. 


War Debts. 


A great deal of news is coming across 
the Atlantic from New York regarding 
War debts settlement, but it leaves the 
withers of the Government unwrung. No 
provision has been made for payment to 
the United States in the Budget, an indica 
tion that the Government has not changed 
its mind regarding payment other than in 
token form. It appears to have been 
ignored in the United States that at 
Lausanne Great Britain forgave its 
foreign debtors in full on an-understand- 
ing advanced by President Hoover that 
the United States would in turn also 
forgive all War debts. It was not 
Great Britain’s fault that the under 
standing was not carried into effect, but 
at, the same time it will be impossible to 
collect debts which are owed to her, anil 
which have been remitted, 


Japan and China, 


Japan's attitude towards China is some- 
what difficult to grasp, following upon the 
explanations given by the Japanese 
Foreign Office that nothing of importance 
was meant by her “ hands off China”’ 
statement. At Tokio to-day the Japa- 
nese Foreign Office spokesman issued a 
warning to the League of Nations, declar- 
ing that Japan is opposed tosthe League's 
technical work of reconstruction in China, 
This announcement follows on the report 
of Dr. L. Rajchman, the Commissioner of 
the League, which was published in 
Geneva yesterday. He suggested the 
building of roads, improving of crops, and 
general reconstructidn in North-West 
China. Japan considers the recommenda- 
tions impracticable, and opposes them be- 
cause she maintains that Dr. Rajchman 
ignored Japan's stabilising influence in 
the Far East. A further statement by 
the Japanese Foreign Minister himself 1s 
expected shortly.

Arabia, which will inelude all 
scattered tribes, and constitute a realiy 
formidable force in the Middle Fast. 
This plan was mooted. at the Paris 
Peace Conference of 1919; but, for 
a variety of reasons, it was rejected, and 
the Arabs have been discontented ever 
since. The danger now is that Ibn Saud, 
having conquered everybody in Arabia, 
may decide to turn his attention to Egypt. 
His Wahabi warriors, who are strony 
puritans, hate and despise the Egyptians. 
whom they regard as weaklings, and it ais 
quite certain that, if the British forces 
should be withdrawn from Egypt, Ibn 
Saud would lose little time in launching 
an attack against it. So long as the 
British Army remains, of course, there car 
be no question of an attack, because Ibr 
Saud is no fool, and realises that he would 
not have a chance against European troops. 
The fact remains, however, that, as master 
of Arabia, he now will be in a very strong 
position, and it is more than likely that 
he is being encouraged in his ambitious 
plans by certain Great Powers, whose main

A JOINT conference of the representa- 

tives of the lrish Live-Stock Ex- 
porters’ and ‘Traders’ Association, the 
Dublin Salesmasters’ Association, and the 
Irish Cattle Traders’ and Stockowners’ 
Association, waS held at the City Arms 
Hotel yesterday, when further considera- 
tion was given to the question of the toll 
charges in the Dublin Cattle Market. 

Mr. M. Bermingham, of the Live-Stock 
Exporters’ Association, presided, and 
pointed out that the City Manager, Mr, 
Gerald Sherlock, had written to the 
Secretary of the Minister for Local 
Government stating that he was satisfied 
that persons looking for perceptible relief 
through the medium of reduced Cattle 
Market tolls were blind to all sense ol 
proportion. That, in his (the chairman’s) 
view, was ridiculous in view of the Budget 
statement that taxation would be lower. 
Pre-War they were charged ód. per head 
toll for each beast, but at present they 
were paying 9d.- per head. That price 
was far above the price charged in the 
English markets. At the last meeting 
some of the representatives present sug- 
vested that drastic steps should be 
adopted by refusing to pay the tolls. 

He would not like to see that step 
taken, but suggested that the Minister for 
Local Government be asked to meet a 
deputation on the question. If the 
Minister refused to see them they could 
take drastic steps. They were fighting 
their case since 1929, and it was time that 


they got redress. 
A GOLD MINE. 


Mr. L. P. Cuffe (Salesmasters’) said 
that £5,000 was charged against the rates 
for the Cattle Market. In addition to the 
high tolls they had also to pay allotment 
fees and office rents. The place, jn his 
opinion, was a regular gold mine. 

Mr. John Cuffe (Salesmasters’) said 
that when the pen dues were raised in 
1920 they were raised at the point of the 
revolver. The War measure of £1 per 
pen to hold ten cattle was bringing in an 
enormous revenue, Such a charge was 
rot made in any other cattle market in 
the United Kingdom, Every time they 
wanted to see the Minister for Local 
Government they had been warded off. 

Mr. L. P. Cuffe mentioned that the 
killing fees at the Abattoir were three 
times higher than in England. 

Mr. J. F. Armstrong (Salesmasters’) 
said that when the toll was 3d. per head 
they never charged their clients. 


COVERED MARKETS. 


The Chairman said that most of the 
English markets were covered, If the 
Dublin Market was covered they might not 
mind paying the 9d. 

Mr. L Cuffe suggested that the Corpora- 
tion should get export licences for the 
market, especially during the summer 
months. 

On the proposal of Mr. Patrick Molloy, 
Chairman of the Cattle Salesmasters’ 
Association, seconded by the chairman, a 
resolution was adopted entering the meet- 
ing’s emphatic protest against the high 
tolls, in consequence of which the market 
was losing business, and requesting the 
Minister for Local Goternment and the 
Minister for Agriculture to receive a 
deputation on the matter.

| NORTHERN PARLIAMENT. 
DEBATE ON 
ESTIMATES. 


MORE MARRIAGES 
FEWER BIRTHS. 
PROPOSED CENSUS 
OF POPULATION. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Thursday. 


N the Northern Parliament this afternoon 
| the estimate for. the Ministry of 
Finance, tha total amount of which is 
£123,792, were presenied by the Minister of 
Commerce (the Right Hon. J. Milne Barbour), 
who also is Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Finance. Mr. Barbour men- 
tioned that the cost of administration of the 
Ulster saving certificates worked out at only 
one penny pe: sixteen-shilling certificate 
handled. He paid a tribute to the co- 
operation of tne clergy of all denominations 
in regard to.the registration of - marriages. 
The births registered during 1933 (24,607 
were again the lowest on record, and showe 
a drop of nearly 17 per cent. from the 1922 
— sb (29,551). The marriages registered 
(7,644) were the highest since 1925, and the 
deaths registered »(18,154) during 1933 were 
higher than usual, largely owing to the 
influenza epidemic of the early part of the 
year. There was still a natural increase of 
bpas, due to the excess of births over 
deaths. The total population of Northern 
lreland is now estimated to be 1,280,000 per- 
sons, a figure which ie in excess of that 
which existed at the time the Govern- 
ment oí Northern Ireland was set up. 


The question as to whether a further census’ 


of population shall be taken in. Northern 
lreland might become a matter of importance 
at no very distant date. Northern Ireland, 
in future, would have its own entertainment 
duty stamps, instead of using Imperial 
stamps. 


ANCIENT MONUMENTS. 


“ Northern Ireland, as a field for the 
antiquarian, has a considefable claim to 
lame,’ said Mr. Barbour, in submitting the 
estimate for public records and ancient monu- 
ments. He added that the Government was 
more than justified in paying very great at- 
tention to the preservation of a feature which 
was of more value to the reputation of the 
province than many appreciated. Northern 
Ireland was rich in ecclisiastical remains, of 
which the most notable were the Cistercian 
Abbeys of Greyabbey and Inch. They were 
also responsible for several highly interesting 
pre-historic antiquities, as for instance the 
Giant’s Ring, near Belfast, which is believed 
to be a sepulchral monument of as early as 
2,000 B.C. Near Armagh they had the re- 
mains of the town of Emania, celebrated by 
the exploits of the Red Branch Knights. 

Mr. C. Healy (Nationalist) said that he 
could almost congratulate the Government 
on this vote, but the pride that Imshmen took 
in ancient monuments was inseparably bound 
up with the unity of. the country, and he 
could not understand the mentality of mem- 
bers opposite, who wished to see the country 
partitioned. 

Mr. Healy added that it was strange that 
the Government was so anxious to preserve 
ancient monuments and vet declined to con- 
tinue the grant of a paltry £1,500 for the 
Irish language. 

The estimates were passed. 


RESIDENT MAGISTRATES. 


Mr. Cahir Healy, criticising an estimate 
for county court officers and resident magis- 
trates, said that he noticed two additional 
resident magistrates were to be appointed. 
It would not take a genius to forecast the 
olitical complexion of the new magistrates. 
There were eleven resident magistrates in 
Northern Ireland, and only one of these could 
be called either a Nationalist or a Catholic. 

Mr. Barbour moved an estimate of £1,200 
for secret service. 

Mr. Cahir Healy said that some years ago 
the amount expended on secret service was 
only £300, but now it had swollen to over a 
thousand pounds. 

The Minister of Home Affairs (Sir Dawson 
Bates)—‘‘ Hear, hear.” 

Mr. Healy said that the Minister was not 
one of the farmers who could not find 
sufficient money to pay their land annuities. 
Otherwise he would not be so ready to say 
“hear, hear” to the expenditure of this 
money. Where was this £1,200 going to? 

The. Minister of Finance (Mr. H. M. 
Pollock)—Where is the £25,000 in the Free 
State going to? 

Continuing, Mr. Healy asked if part oí the 


| money was being expended on the censorship 


of letters passing through the Post Office to 
people in public life in the Six Counties. It 
was an intolerable thing that these letters 
could be opened by an official of the Ministry 
The Minister had not even 
pretended to justify this expenditure, and he 
(Mr. Healy) suggested that the Secret 
Service Fund was nothing more than a 
subsidy that was being spent on the political 
supporters and wire-pullers of the Govern- 
ment, 


AGENTS PROVOCATEUR. 


He wanted to know also if the Government 
was spreading its ramifications in the Free 
State. Did they pay agents down in Dublin, 
Cork, Dundalk and other places for faking 
reports. The House should be given some 
idea as to how these agents provocateur were 
paid. 

Mr. Midgley (Lab.) moved a reduction of 
£500 in the estimate. He said that he could 
understand this amount if they had some 
foreign affairs. Northern Ireland was one of 
the best policed States in Europe, and there 
seemed to be no need for this Secret Service. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Gordon (U.) said that 
he would give the members opposite two 
cases showing the need for a Secret Service— 
namely, the outrage at the Armagh War 
Memorial and the recent arms raid at’ Bally- 
mena,

could not 


J. McCarroll (Nat.) said that he 

understand how these incidents 
could be. described as justification. He 
would suggest, however, that if the Secret 
Service could trace those responsible for the 
burning of a County Armagh hall three times 
in succession then there might be some 
justification for it; also those responsible 
for the shooting at a public meeting at 
Ballinderry. 


VOLUNTEER RIFLES. 


In Northern Ireland, he declared, almost 
the entire Protestant population were armed 
with U.V.F. rifles, which they heard 
mentioned very often in the courts. In 
addition, they had His Majesty’s forces and 
the police. He believed that this Secret Ser- 
vice money was devoted to the provocation of 
trouble. Reference had been made to the 
Ballymena arms raid. He thought that if 
the Secret Service would seek among the 
Government's own supporters they would 
find where the rifles were. 

Alderman Christie (U.) complimented the 
Government on being able to carry on a 
Secret Service with such a small outlay. 

Mr. J. M. Barbour, replying, mentioned 
that out of the sum voted for this purpose 
£723 had never left the Treasury of Northern 
lreland. Everyone hoped that it would not 
ba necessary to-use the entire sum in the 
coming year. He added that in 1922-3 no less 
a sum than £50,000 was voted for this ser- 
vice, and said that he understood the Free 
State was voting £25,000. 

On a vote Mr. Midgley’s amendment was 
defeated by 20 votes to 6. 


WORK FOR DUNDALK. 


Mr. H. Midgley (Labour) asked the Minister 
for Labour whether he was aware of the fact 
that the Great Northern Railway had trans- 
ferred the building of motor ’buses and lorries 
from the Belfast depdt to Dundalk, and 
whether he would use his influence with the 
company to have restored to Belfast a pro- 
portion of the work. 

Mr, John F. Gordon, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry, replying, said that he 
‘egretted that the transfer had taken place. 
Before it occurred the Minister had made re- 
presentations to the company on the subject, 
but was informed that it was necessary to 
concentrate all the work in question on the 
grounds of economy, and that the transfer 
could not be avoided.

_A LEAF FROM LIFE. 

TO THE EDITOR-OF THD IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The student of social history will 
in days to come make increasing use of the 
records preserved in newspaper files; and 
perhaps for the benefit of some future 
enquirer into the manners and customs— 
especially the customs—of the “nineteen- 

ies. you may think it worth while to 
record the following incident. 

My father held the Professorship of 
Anatomy. in. Dublin. University until 1885, 
when he left to take up a similar appointment 
in Cambridge. Previously to his departure, 
some of those who were associated with him 
here, subscribed and presented him with a 
handsome roll-top. library desk, manufactured 
by Messrs, Scott,.of Abbey street, and 
bearing their name on an ivory label. This 
desk stood in his study, and was highly 
valued both by himself and the family, for its 
own sake and on account of the history con- 
nected with it. On his death in 1919, my 
sister took it to her house, also in Cambridge. 
Owing to her recent bereavement, she is no 
longer able to give it house-room; and, as 
we were unwilling to let it go out of the 
family during our lifetime, I agreed to take 
it over. As the desk was of Irish manufac- 
ture, and bec: the name of its makers, a 
firm still in existence and well known, | 
anticipated na difficulty with the Customs. 

Accordingly, the desk was delivered over, 
in perfect condition, to a firm of careful and 
expert poet I received notice of its we 
despatched, and a day or two later receive 
notice of its arrival: with a request to send 
the invoice of the firm from which I had pur-

I wrote back to the effect that there was 
no invoice;' the object was not a new pur- 
chase, had been a long time in the family;

In return, I received a request for infor- 
mation as to the marks on the crates when 
it was exported, and the name of the steamer 
in which it had been exported. I replied 
that after fifty years it was quite impossible 
to furnish this information. 

I waited some days, and then went to make 
some personal enquiries. I found the steam- 
ship csmpany's officials most courteous and 
helpful, tse Customs 
spicuously so. .They informed me that ‘hey 
did not accept the evidence of ‘he maker's 
label as to the origin of the object; but they 
did not explain by which of several obvious 
but equally nefzricus means I had contrived 
that it should be delivered with a false mark. 

After that nothing happened for a fortnight, 
when I received a demand for £9 10s. duty, with 
the advice that if I wished to appeal I should 
communicate with the Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce, This I promptly did, receiv- 
ing a formal reply to the effect that the matter 
had been referred to the Chairman of the 
Customs Board. 

Nothing happened for another fortnight, 
and I was beginning to wonder what I should 
do! next, when the desk was unexpectedly de- 
livered. When I opened it I discovered that 
the nest of drawers and pigeon-holes wnder- 
neath the roll-top had been smashed in pieces ; 
how, why or by whom I have no idea’ Any- 
how, the desk had to go to Messrs, Scott for 
repairs. Through a solicitor I have had the 
cost of repair defrayed, and the desk is now 
installed and in working order, 

But no skilful repair, no compensation can 
efface from memory the annoyance that this 
hichly-treasured heirloom has been shamefully 
mishandled: or that this object of Irish menu- 
facture, specified as such (so I am assured) 
in the Customs declaration that accompanied 
it, should have taken as much time on the 
journey, have passed through as many Vicissi- 
tudes, and, first and last, have cest about as 
much money as would have been the case in 
former days if it had. been despatched from 
New Zealand. It left my sister's house in 
Cambridge on February 2; it was delivered in 
my house in Dublin, ready for use, on 
May 7.—Yours, etc.,

REUNION AND THE GENERAL 
SYNOD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—Mr. Bateman’s letter in your issue of 
Saturday has been welcomed by many as ex- 
pressing their apprehensions regarding the 
proposals concerning Reunion to be laid be- 
fore the approaching Synod. Nor has Mr. 
Tobias’s assurances done much to allay those 
apprehensions. 

The Synod is, I understand, being asked te 
say that they regard Presbyterian Orders as 
valid. How intricate and difficult the ques- 
tion is will be apparent from these quotations 
from that great and cautious scholar, the 
late Dr. William Sanday. 

““On the broad general question of the 
validity oí a particular ministry, it seems to 
me that no human tribunal is really com- 
petent to judge.” It' seems to me to bea 
very delicate matter, and. indeed, scarcely 
admissible for one Christian body to take 
upon itself. to pronounce upon the yalidity, 
or otherwise, of the ministrations of another. 
I think that at least it should not be done in 
that bald and sweeping form. 

If that is done at all. it should not be in 
the way of general public discussions. It is, 
}erhaps, another thing for the responsible 
leaders of one communion to examine, as it 
were, 1 camera, the credentials of another. 
The calm, severe, technical atmosphere of 
such an examination is perhaps sufficient safe- 
guard, 

The Anglican communion has, with com- 
mendable wisdom and caution, left’ this ques- 
tion an open one, She has. deliberately re- 
frained in her formularies from saying any- 
thing that could be construed into a judg- 
ment upon the orders and sacraments of non- 
episcopal ministries. She combines an absence 
ot theory with a strict and wundeviating 
rigidity of practice. And even in regard to 
those participating in the South India scheme, 
she has safeguarded the rule that Anglican 
members shall still receive the Holy Com- 
munion from episcopally ordained ministers. 

The cautious tone adopted by the eminent 
scholar whom I have quoted and by the 
Anglican communion as a whole, is in marked 
contrast with the eagerness and certainty of 
some who advocate resolutions which, it seems 
to me, go beyond the South India scheme, 
and even beyond the pronouncements of 
Lambeth. 

If the General Synod feels itself competent 
to decide the issue, might. it not be well to 
postpone the question for at least a year’ 
Might not those who hesitete to go so far be 
given the opportunity to be converted? If 
I would plead for delay and deliberation, it 
is not because I am indifferent to the evils 
and scandals of disunion, or do not earnestly 
desire union with the Presbyterian Church.—

UDGMENT was reserved in the House of 
Lords to-day upon the appeal of Joseph 
Dominick Laurence McEvoy, only son of 

the late Mr. Jonn McEvoy, who carried on 
business as a grocer and spirit merchant. at 
56 Merchant quay, Newry. The ap was 
from a ‘majority judgment of the Court of 
Appeal in Nash Ireland affirming a judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice Megaw in favour of 
respondents, the Belfast Banking Company, 
Ltd, 

'The appeal arose out of an action brought 
by appellant, before Mr. Justice Megaw claim- 
ng payment of £10,000 with interest from the 

ank, 

Appellant alleged that he was entitled to 
payment from the bank of the £10,000 de- 
posited by his father in their joint names, 
‘‘ payable to either or the survivor.” The 
bank said that they had rightly paid over the 
£10,000 on the death of Mr. cEvoy to the 
executors appointed under his will; that the 
executors had re-deposited that sum, and 
subsequently made withdrawals from. it to 
discharge overdrafts on the business account, 
and to purchase property known as Rooney’s 
terrace in the name of, and for the benefit of, 
appellant. They lodged £594 in Court with 
a denial of liability. . 

Mr. Justice Megaw held that appellant bad 
acquiesced in the withdrawals, and had rati- 
fied those made when he was a minor, He 
further held that the sum lodged in Court 
was more than sufficient to discharge the 
liability of £514 which he found to be due 
to appellant, whose action he accordingly 
dismissed with costs. On appeal, the Lord 
Chief Justice and Lord Justice Andrews 
affirmed the judgment of, Mr. Justice Megaw, 
and Lord Justice Best dissented. , 

Mr. J. M. Whitaker, K.C., contended that 
there was a contract with the bank to pay 
appellant £10,000 on the death of bis father. 

Lord Warrington said that he thought the 
proper course for the bank to have taken 
when the executors requested the £10,000 to 
be paid over to them was to have gone to 
the court and applied for directions. 


THE CONTRACT. 


Lord Atkin—I think you may assume the 
bank when they paid the executors did act 
in accordance with the contract. On the 
other hand, if it was a contract only with the 
father, it was quite a venial breach, and one 
that could quite easily have been waived by 
the executors, if, in fact, the son had no 
rights. If, on the other hand, he had rights, 
it was not in accordance with the contract. 
It is not a question of a breach when you 
owe money to ‘‘ A” and pay the same amount 
to “B.”’ “A” ‘still has his rights to be 
paid the money. 

Mr. Whitaker admitted that unless he 
could satisfy their lordships that appellant 
was a party to the contract, and was entitled 
to enforce it, he could not succeed. Assum- 
ing appellant was a party to ‘the contract, 
had he lost his right to enforce it. Had he 
done any act which deprived him of that 
right? That was a question of fact, and he 
asked their lordships to look at the whole 
transaction and take into account the cir- 
cumstances that appellant was an infant, 
legally, at the time the money was paid to 
the executors. The object of the bank in 
allowing the money to be transferred to the 
executors was in order that it might he 
appliéd to wipe off an overdraft on the busi- 
ness account. 

Lord Thankerton—Is that quite fair to the 
bank? It is fairer to say that facilities for 
carrying on the business would never have 
been given by the bank if there had not 
been a willingness to discharge overdrafts 


from the £10,000. 


THE OVERDRAFTS. 

Mr. Whitaker—If it had not been for this 
£10,000 they would never have allowed the 
overdrafts, and the overdrafts could not have 
been discharged if they had not put this 
money in the hands ‘of the executors. ‘The 
correspondence shows that when the appellant 
was only an infant the bank: manager began 
to say.to the executors: ' Yow must transfer 
this money to discharge the ovérdraft.’’ . The 
appellant's transactions, with the bank were 
carried out as agent for and on behalf of the 
executors. He was merely an intermediary, 
and, therefore, could not be said to have 
approved or ratified what was done in the 
legal sense. 

Referring to allegations regarding the 
appellant’s conduct of the business, Mr. 
Whitaker said there was an overdraft of 
£2,700 when Miss Kinney ceased to manage 
it at Easter, 1925, and that overdraft had in- 
creased to £4,207 by the time the appellant 
was 21. How, then, could it be said that the 
greater portion of the £10,000 went into the 
appellant’: own pocket ? 

Lord Atkin said that the business was 
losing steadily something like £1,000 a year. 

Mr, Whitaker—After appellant attained the 
age of 21, there appeared for the next year 
to be no further loss. 

Lord Atkin said that their lordships would 
take time to consider their judgment.

BOMB FOR CHANCELLOR 
DISCOVERED. 
From Revuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


SALZBURG, Thursday. 

A plot to murder Dr.. Dollfuss, the 
Austrian Chancellor, was foiled this 
morning. 

Jast before the Chancellor was due to 
arrive at the aerodrome here to take part 
in an official celebration a careful search 
of the aerodrome grounds and the roads 
round about was made. Hidden under 
some bushes and undergrowth about 
twenty yards from the main reception hall 
of the aerodrome a deadly bomb was dis- 
covered. 

This contained fourteen pounds of dyna- 
mite, with a clock-work fuse and nine 
electric batteries. If it had not been dis- 
covered in time fearful damage to life and 
property would undoubtedly have been 
done. 

Two special trains bringing Government 
supporters to Salzburg to take part in the 
celebrations had a narrow escape owing to 
several rails having been torn up.
